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SEC. 3. REFERENCES.

Except as expressly provided otherwise, any reference
to “this Act” contained in any division of this Act shall
be treated as referring only to the provisions of that divi-
sion.

SEC. 4. EXPLANATORY STATEMENT.

The explanatory statement regarding this Aect, print-
ed in the House of Representatives section of the Congres-
sional Record on or about December 11, 2014 by the
Chairman of the Committee on Appropriations of the
House, shall have the same effect with respect to the allo-
cation of funds and implementation of divisions A through
K of this Act as if it were a joint explanatory statement
of a committee of conference.

SEC. 5. STATEMENT OF APPROPRIATIONS.

The following sums in this Act are appropriated, out
of any money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated,
for the fiscal year ending September 30, 2015.

SEC. 6. AVAILABILITY OF FUNDS.

(a) Each amount designated in this Act by the Con-
oress as an emergency requirement pursuant to section
251(b)(2)(A) of the Balanced Budget and Emergency
Deficit Control Act of 1985 shall be available only if the
President subsequently so designates all such amounts

and transmits such designations to the Congress.
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(b) Each amount designated in this Act by the Con-
oress for Overseas Contingency Operations/Global War on
Terrorism pursuant to section 251(b)(2)(A) of the Bal-
anced Budget and Emergency Deficit Control Act of 1985
shall be available (or rescinded, if applicable) only if the
President subsequently so designates all such amounts
and transmits such designations to the Congress.

SEC. 7. TECHNICAL ALLOWANCE FOR ESTIMATING DIF-
FERENCES.

If, for fiscal year 2015, new budget authority pro-
vided in appropriations Acts exceeds the discretionary
spending limit for any category set forth in section 251(c)
of the Balanced Budget and Emergency Deficit Control
Act of 1985 due to estimating differences with the Con-
oressional Budget Office, an adjustment to the discre-
tionary spending limit in such category for fiscal year
2015 shall be made by the Director of the Office of Man-
agement and Budget in the amount of the excess but the
total of all such adjustments shall not exceed 0.2 percent
of the sum of the adjusted discretionary spending limits
for all categories for that fiscal year.

SEC. 8. ADJUSTMENTS TO COMPENSATION.

Notwithstanding any other provision of law, no ad-
justment shall be made under section 610(a) of the Legis-

lative Reorganization Act of 1946 (2 U.S.C. 31) (relating

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9. STUDY OF ELECTRIC RATES IN THE INSULAR
AREAS.

(a) DEFINITIONS.—In this section:

(1) COMPREHENSIVE ENERGY PLAN.—The term
“comprehensive energy plan” means a comprehen-
sive energy plan prepared and updated under sub-
sections (¢) and (e) of section 604 of the Act entitled
“An Act to authorize appropriations for certain in-
sular areas of the United States, and for other pur-
poses”’, approved December 24, 1980 (48 U.S.C.
1492).

(2) ENERGY ACTION PLAN.—The term “‘energy
action plan” means the plan required by subsection
(d).

The term

(3) FREELY ASSOCIATED STATES.
“Freely Associated States” means the Federated
States of Micronesia, the Republic of the Marshall

Islands, and the Republic of Palau.

(4) INSULAR AREAS.—The term “‘insular areas”
means American Samoa, the Commonwealth of the
Northern Mariana Islands, Puerto Rico, Guam, and

the Virgin Islands.
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(5) SECRETARY.—The term ‘“‘Secretary’” means
the Secretary of the Interior.

(6) TEAM.—The term ‘“‘team’” means the team
established by the Secretary under subsection (b).

(b) ESTABLISHMENT.—Not later than 180 days after

the date of enactment of this Act, the Secretary shall,
within the Empowering Insular Communities activity, es-

tablish a team of technical, policy, and financial experts—

(1) to develop an energy action plan addressing
the energy needs of each of the insular areas and
Freely Associated States; and

(2) to assist each of the insular areas and Free-
ly Associated States in implementing such plan.

(¢) PARTICIPATION OF REGIONAL UTILITY ORGANI-

In establishing the team, the Secretary shall

(d) ENERGY ACTION PLAN.—In accordance with sub-

18 section (b), the energy action plan shall include—

sociated States from ports outside the United

structure and overall energy efficiency;

(2) a schedule for implementation of such rec-
ommendations and identification and prioritization
of specific projects;

(3) a financial and engineering plan for imple-
menting and sustaining projects; and

(4) benchmarks for measuring progress toward
implementation.

(e) REPORTS TO SECRETARY.—Not later than 1 year
after the date on which the Secretary establishes the team
and annually thereafter, the team shall submit to the Sec-
retary a report detailing progress made in fulfilling its

charge and in implementing the energy action plan.

(f) ANNUAL REPORTS TO CONGRESS.—Not later
than 30 days after the date on which the Secretary re-
ceives a report submitted by the team under subsection
(e), the Secretary shall submit to the appropriate commit-
tees of Congress a summary of the report of the team.

(2) APPROVAL OF SECRETARY REQUIRED.—The en-

ergy action plan shall not be implemented until the Sec-

retary approves the energy action plan.

Office of the Secretary: Provided further, That no appro-
priation for any office shall be increased or decreased by
more than 5 percent: Provided further, That not to exceed
$11,000 of the amount made available under this para-
oraph for the immediate Office of the Secretary shall be
available for official reception and representation ex-
penses, not otherwise provided for, as determined by the
Secretary: Provided further, That the amount made avail-
able under this heading for Departmental Administration
shall be reimbursed from applicable appropriations in this
Act for travel expenses incident to the holding of hearings
as required by 5 U.S.C. 551-558: Provided further, That
funds made available under this heading for the Office of

SALARIES AND EXPENSES

For necessary expenses of the Agricultural Research
Service and for acquisition of lands by donation, exchange,
or purchase at a nominal cost not to exceed $100, and
for land exchanges where the lands exchanged shall be of
equal value or shall be equalized by a payment of money
to the grantor which shall not exceed 25 percent of the
total value of the land or interests transferred out of Fed-
eral ownership, $1,132,625,000: Provided, That appro-
priations hereunder shall be available for the operation
and maintenance of aircraft and the purchase of not to
exceed one for replacement only: Provided further, That
appropriations hereunder shall be available pursuant to 7
U.S.C. 2250 for the construction, alteration, and repair
of buildings and improvements, but unless otherwise pro-
vided, the cost of constructing any one building shall not
exceed $375,000, except for headhouses or greenhouses
which shall each be limited to $1,200,000, and except for
10 buildings to be constructed or improved at a cost not
to exceed $750,000 each, and the cost of altering any one
building during the fiscal year shall not exceed 10 percent

of the current replacement value of the building or
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$375,000, whichever is greater: Provided further, That the
limitations on alterations contained in this Act shall not
apply to modernization or replacement of existing facilities
at Beltsville, Maryland: Provided further, That appropria-
tions hereunder shall be available for granting easements
at the Beltsville Agricultural Research Center: Provided
Sfurther, That the foregoing limitations shall not apply to
replacement of buildings needed to carry out the Act of
April 24, 1948 (21 U.S.C. 113a): Provided further, That
appropriations hereunder shall be available for granting
easements at any Agricultural Research Service location
for the construction of a research facility by a non-Federal
entity for use by, and acceptable to, the Agricultural Re-
search Service and a condition of the easements shall be
that upon completion the facility shall be accepted by the
Secretary, subject to the availability of funds herein, if the
Secretary finds that acceptance of the facility is in the
interest of the United States: Provided further, That funds
may be received from any State, other political subdivi-
sion, organization, or individual for the purpose of estab-
lishing or operating any research facility or research
project of the Agricultural Research Service, as authorized
by law: Provided further, That subject to such terms and
conditions as the Secretary of Agriculture considers appro-

priate to protect the interest of the United States, the Sec-
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retary may enter into a lease of Agricultural Research
Service land in order to allow for the drilling of not more
than three irrigation wells; the term of the lease may not
exceed 20 years, but the Secretary may renew the lease
for one or more additional 20-year periods.

ther, That funds for education grants for Alaska Native
and Native Hawaiian-serving institutions be made avail-
able to individual eligible institutions or consortia of eligi-

which up to $1,500,000, to remain available until ex-
pended, shall be for the scrapie program for indemnities;
of which $1,500,000, to remain available until expended,
shall be for the wildlife damage management program for
aviation safety: Provided, That of amounts available under
this heading for wildlife services methods development,
$1,000,000 shall remain available until expended: Pro-
vided further, That of amounts available under this head-
ing for the screwworm program, $4,990,000 shall remain
available until expended: Provided further, That no funds
shall be used to formulate or administer a brucellosis

eradication program for the current fiscal year that does
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not require minimum matching by the States of at least
40 percent: Provided further, That this appropriation shall
be available for the operation and maintenance of aircraft
and the purchase of not to exceed four, of which two shall
be for replacement only: Provided further, That in addi-
tion, in emergencies which threaten any segment of the

vided further, That of the funds made available under this
heading, $17,000,000 shall be available for a demonstra-
tion program for the preservation and revitalization of the
sections 514, 515, and 516 multi-family rental housing
properties to restructure existing USDA multi-family
housing loans, as the Secretary deems appropriate, ex-
pressly for the purposes of ensuring the project has suffi-
cient resources to preserve the project for the purpose of
providing safe and affordable housing for low-income resi-
dents and farm laborers including reducing or eliminating

interest; deferring loan payments, subordinating, reducing
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or reamortizing loan debt; and other financial assistance
including advances, payments and incentives (including
the ability of owners to obtain reasonable returns on in-
vestment) required by the Secretary: Provided further,
That the Secretary shall as part of the preservation and
revitalization agreement obtain a restrictive use agreement

consistent with the terms of the restructuring: Provided

Sfurther, That if the Secretary determines that additional

funds for vouchers described in this paragraph are needed,
funds for the preservation and revitalization demonstra-

of Regulatory Affairs; (2) $1,337,948,000 shall be for the
Center for Drug Evaluation and Research and related
field activities in the Office of Regulatory Affairs; (3)
$344,267,000 shall be for the Center for Biologics Evalua-
tion and Research and for related field activities in the
Office of Regulatory Affairs; (4) $173,976,000 shall be
for the Center for Veterinary Medicine and for related
field activities in the Office of Regulatory Affairs; (5)

$420,548,000 shall be for the Center for Devices and Ra-
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diological Health and for related field activities in the Of-
fice of Regulatory Affairs; (6) $63,331,000 shall be for

Services Administration for rent; and (10) $277,603,000
shall be for other activities, including the Office of the
Commissioner of Food and Drugs, the Office of Foods and
Veterinary Medicine, the Office of Medical and Tobacco
Products, the Office of Global and Regulatory Policy, the
Office of Operations, the Office of the Chief Scientist, and
central services for these offices: Provided further, That

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TITLE VII

Within the unit limit of cost fixed by law,
appropriations and authorizations made for the Depart-
ment of Agriculture for the current fiscal year under this
Act shall be available for the purchase, in addition to those
specifically provided for, of not to exceed 71 passenger
motor vehicles of which 68 shall be for replacement only,
and for the hire of such vehicles: Provided, That notwith-
standing this section, the only purchase of new passenger
vehicles shall be for those determined by the Secretary to
be necessary for transportation safety, to reduce oper-
ational costs, and for the protection of life, property, and
public safety.

SEC. 702. Notwithstanding any other provision of
this Act, the Secretary of Agriculture may transfer unobli-
cated balances of discretionary funds appropriated by this
Act or any other available unobligated discretionary bal-
ances that are remaining available of the Department of
Agriculture to the Working Capital Fund for the acquisi-
tion of plant and capital equipment necessary for the deliv-
ery of financial, administrative, and information tech-
nology services of primary benefit to the agencies of the

Department of Agriculture, such transferred funds to re-
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main available until expended: Provided, That none of the
funds made available by this Act or any other Act shall
be transferred to the Working Capital Fund without the
prior approval of the agency administrator: Provided fur-
ther, That none of the funds transferred to the Working
Capital Fund pursuant to this section shall be available
for obligation without written notification to and the prior
approval of the Committees on Appropriations of both
Houses of Congress: Provided further, That none of the
funds appropriated by this Act or made available to the
Department’s Working Capital Fund shall be available for
obligation or expenditure to make any changes to the De-
partment’s National Finance Center without written noti-
fication to and prior approval of the Committees on Ap-
propriations of both Houses of Congress as required by
section 719 of this Act: Provided further, That of annual
income amounts in the Working Capital Fund of the De-
partment of Agriculture allocated for the National Fi-
nance Center, the Secretary may reserve not more than
4 percent for the replacement or acquisition of capital
equipment, including equipment for the improvement and
implementation of a financial management plan, informa-
tion technology, and other systems of the National Fi-
nance Center or to pay any unforeseen, extraordinary cost

of the National Finance Center: Provided further, That
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none of the amounts reserved shall be available for obliga-
tion unless the Secretary submits written notification of
the obligation to the Committees on Appropriations of the
House of Representatives and the Senate: Provided fur-
ther, That the limitation on the obligation of funds pend-
ing notification to Congressional Committees shall not
apply to any obligation that, as determined by the Sec-
retary, is necessary to respond to a declared state of emer-
gency that significantly impacts the operations of the Na-
tional Finance Center; or to evacuate employees of the Na-
tional Finance Center to a safe haven to continue oper-
ations of the National Finance Center.

SEC. 703. No part of any appropriation contained in
this Act shall remain available for obligation beyond the
current fiscal year unless expressly so provided herein.

SEC. 704. No funds appropriated by this Act may be
used to pay negotiated indirect cost rates on cooperative
agreements or similar arrangements between the United
States Department of Agriculture and nonprofit institu-
tions in excess of 10 percent of the total direct cost of
the agreement when the purpose of such cooperative ar-
rangements 1s to carry out programs of mutual interest
between the two parties.

SEC. 708. Notwithstanding any other provision of

SEC. 731. None of the funds made available by this
or any other Act may be used to write, prepare, or publish
a final rule or an interim final rule in furtherance of, or
otherwise to implement or enforce the proposed rule enti-
tled “‘Implementation of Regulations Required Under Title
XI, of the Food, Conservation and Energy Act of 2008;
Conduect in Violation of the Act” published by the Depart-
ment of Agriculture in the Federal Register on June 22,
2010 (75 Fed. Reg. 35338 et seq.) unless the combined

annual cost to the economy of such rules does not exceed
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$100,000,000: Provided, That none of the funds made

available by this or any other Act may be used to publish
a final or interim final rule in furtherance of, or otherwise
to 1mplement, sections 201.2(1), 201.2(t), 201.2(u),
201.3(¢), 201.210, 201.211, 201.213, or 201.214, as pro-
posed to be added to title 9 of the Code of Federal Regula-
tions, by such proposed rule: Provided further, That none
of the funds made available by this or any other Act may
be used to implement, enforce, or to take regulatory action
other than rescission or repeal based on, or in furtherance
of, 201.2(0), 201.3(a), or 201.215(a), of title 9 of the
Code of Federal Regulations (as in effect on the date of
the enactment of this Act), or to write, prepare, or publish
a final or interim final rule in furtherance of, or otherwise
to implement, the definitions or criteria specified in such
sections:  Provided  further, 'That sections 201.2(o),
201.3(a), and 201.215(a), of title 9 of the Code of Federal
Regulations (as in effect on the date of enactment of this
Act) are hereby indefinitely declared null and void and
shall have no force under the laws, and the Secretary of
Agriculture shall, within 60 days after the date of enact-

uation and Labeling”: Provided, That if the Food and

Drug Administration fails to finalize such guidance by
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June 30, 2015, such funds shall be made available for obli-

eation to the Food and Drug Administration’s Office of
Criminal Investigation for the purpose of assisting Fed-
eral, state, and local agencies to combat the diversion and
illegal sales of controlled substances.

SEC. 735. None of the funds appropriated or other-
wise made available by this or any other Act shall be used
to pay the salaries and expenses of personnel to carry out
section 307(b) of division C of the Omnibus Consolidated
and Emergency Supplemental Appropriations Act, 1999
(Public Law 105-277; 112 Stat. 2681-640) in excess of
$4,000,000.

SEC. 736. None of the funds made available by this
Act may be used to procure processed poultry products
imported into the United States from the People’s Repub-
lic of China for use in the school lunch program under
the Richard B. Russell National School Lunch Act (42
U.S.C. 1751 et seq.), the Child and Adult Food Care Pro-
oram under section 17 of such Act (42 U.S.C. 1766), the
Summer Food Service Program for Children under section
13 of such Act (42 U.S.C. 1761), or the school breakfast
program under the Child Nutrition Act of 1966 (42
U.S.C. 1771 et seq.).

SEC. 737. In addition to amounts otherwise made

available by this Act and notwithstanding the last sentence
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of 16 U.S.C. 1310, there is appropriated $4,000,000, to

remain available until expended, to implement non-renew-
able agreements on eligible lands, including flooded agri-
cultural lands, as determined by the Secretary, under the
Water Bank Act (16 U.S.C. 1301-1311).

SEC. 738. (a) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary of

(d) AGREEMENT REGARDING JEFFERSON COUNTY

TECHNOLOGY RESEARCH AND COMMERCIALIZATION CEN-

TER.—

(1) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary may hereafter
enter into an agreement with the State of Arkansas
or an agency of such State or a public or private en-
tity with respect to the establishment or operation of
a technology research and commercialization center
in Jefferson County, Arkansas, proximate to the Jef-

ferson Liabs campus.

(2) RECEIPT AND EXPENDITURE OF FUNDS.
Pursuant to such agreement, the Secretary may
hereafter receive and retain funds from such entity
and use such funds, in addition to such other funds
as are made available by this act or future acts for
the operation of the National Center for Toxi-
cological Research, for the purposes listed in para-
oraph (3). Funds received from such entity shall be
deemed to be appropriated for such purposes and
shall remain available until expended.

(3) PURPOSES.—

(A) IN GENERAL.—Funds described by

paragraph (2) shall be available to defray-
(i) the costs of creating, upgrading,

and maintaining connections between such
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center and roads, communications facili-
ties, and utilities that are on the Jefferson
Labs campus; and

(1) the costs of uperades, relocation,
repair, and new constructions of roads,
communications facilities, and utilities on
such campus as may be necessary for such
agreement.

(B) OTHER ACTS.

For purposes of this
and any subsequent Act, the operation of the
National Center for Toxicological Research
shall be deemed to include the purposes listed
in subparagraph (A).

SEC. 739. The Secretary shall set aside for Rural
Economic Area Partnership (REAP) Zones, until August
15, 2015, an amount of funds made available in title IIT
as follows: (a) with respect to funds under the headings
of Rural Housing Insurance Fund Program Account, Mu-
tual and Self-Help Housing Grants, Rural Community Fa-
cilities Program Account, Rural Development Loan Fund
Program Account, and Rural Water and Waste Disposal
Program Account the set aside shall equal the amount ob-
licated in REAP Zones with respect to funds provided
under such headings during the 2008 fiscal year; and (b)

section are for necessary expenses resulting from a major
disaster declared pursuant to the Robert T. Stafford Dis-
aster Relief and Emergency Assistance Act (42 U.S.C.

for disaster relief pursuant to section 251(b)(2)(D) of the
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Balanced Budget and Emergency Deficit Control Act of
1985.

SEC. 744. Of the funding provided in section 743 of
division A of Public Law 113-76, not more than $75,000
may be used for administrative purposes, including a
modification to an existing contract to allow reimburse-
ment for travel and other administrative purposes.

SEC. 745. Of the unobligated balances identified by
Treasury  Appropriation Fund  Symbol 12X1401,
$1,530,000 are rescinded.

SEC. 746. The unoblicated balances identified by
Treasury Appropriation Fund Symbol 12X2271 are re-
scinded.

SEC. 747. Section 501(f)(1)(C)(11)(IT) of the Federal
Agriculture Improvement and Reform Act of 1996 (7
U.S.C. 7401(f)(1)(C)(11)(II)) 1s amended by striking “‘sec-
tion 514”7 and inserting “‘a commodity promotion law’’.

SEC. 748. Of the unobligated balances provided pur-
suant to section 9004(d)(1) of the Farm Security and
Rural Investment Act of 2002, as amended, (7 U.S.C.
8104(d)(1)), $8,000,000 are hereby rescinded.

SEC. 749. Funds provided by this or any prior Appro-
priations Act for the Agriculture and Food Research Ini-
tiative under 7 U.S.C. 4501(b) shall be made available

without regard to section 7128 of the Agricultural Act of
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2014 (7 U.S.C. 3371 note), under the matching require-

ments in laws in effect on the date before the date of en-
actment of such section: Provided, That the requirements
of 7 U.S.C. 4501(b)(9) shall continue to apply.

SEC. 750. None of the funds made available in this

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entific research establishes the reduction is beneficial for
children.

SEC. 753. (a) None of the funds made available by
this Act or any other Act may be used to exclude or re-
strict, or to pay the salaries and expenses of personnel
to exclude or restrict, the eligibility of any variety of fresh,
whole, or cut vegetables (except for vegetables with added
sugars, fats, or oils) from being provided under the Special
Supplemental Nutrition Program for Women, Infants, and
Children under section 17 of the Child Nutrition Act of
1966 (42 U.S.C. 1786) (in this section referred to as the
“program’’).

(b) Not later than 15 days after the date of enact-
ment of this Act, each State agency shall carry out the
program in a manner consistent with subsection (a).

(e) If the review in subsection (¢) recommends that
any vegetable shall not be available for purchase under
the program, based upon the nutritional content of the
vegetable and the nutrition needs of WIC participants,
subsection (a) shall expire upon the publication of the reg-
ularly scheduled review.

(f) Not later than 90 days after completing the review
under subsection (¢), the Secretary of Agriculture shall
make publicly available all scientific research and data
used to make the final recommendations and explain the

General in carrying out the provisions of the Inspector

General Act of 1978 (5 U.S.C. App.), $30,596,000.

GENERAL PROVISIONS—DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE
SEC. 101. During the current fiscal year, applicable

appropriations and funds made available to the Depart-
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ment of Commerce by this Act shall be available for the
activities specified in the Act of October 26, 1949 (15
U.S.C. 1514), to the extent and in the manner prescribed
by the Act, and, notwithstanding 31 U.S.C. 3324, may
be used for advanced payments not otherwise authorized
only upon the certification of officials designated by the
Secretary of Commerce that such payments are in the
public interest.

SEC. 102. During the current fiscal year, appropria-
tions made available to the Department of Commerce by
this Act for salaries and expenses shall be available for
hire of passenger motor vehicles as authorized by 31
U.S.C. 1343 and 1344; services as authorized by 5 U.S.C.
3109; and uniforms or allowances therefor, as authorized
by law (5 U.S.C. 5901-5902).

SEC. 103. Not to exceed 5 percent of any appropria-
tion made available for the current fiscal year for the De-
partment of Commerce in this Act may be transferred be-
tween such appropriations, but no such appropriation shall
be increased by more than 10 percent by any such trans-
fers: Provided, That any transfer pursuant to this section
shall be treated as a reprogramming of funds under sec-
tion 505 of this Act and shall not be available for obliga-
tion or expenditure except in compliance with the proce-

dures set forth in that section: Provided further, That the
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Secretary of Commerce shall notify the Committees on Ap-
propriations at least 15 days in advance of the acquisition
or disposal of any capital asset (including land, structures,
and equipment) not specifically provided for in this Act
or any other law appropriating funds for the Department
of Commerce.

SEC. 104. The requirements set forth by section 105
of the Commerce, Justice, Science, and Related Agencies
Appropriations  Act, 2012 (Public Law 112-55), as
amended by section 105 of title I of division B of Public
Law 113-6, are hereby adopted by reference and made
applicable with respect to fiscal year 2015: Provided, That
the life eycle cost for the Joint Polar Satellite System is
$11,323,400,000 and the life cycle cost for the Geo-
stationary Operational Environmental Satellite R-Series
Program is $10,829,500,000.

SEC. 105. Notwithstanding any other provision of
law, the Secretary may furnish services (including but not
limited to utilities, telecommunications, and security serv-
ices) necessary to support the operation, maintenance, and
improvement of space that persons, firms, or organizations
are authorized, pursuant to the Public Buildings Coopera-
tive Use Act of 1976 or other authority, to use or occupy
in the Herbert C. Hoover Building, Washington, DC, or

other buildings, the maintenance, operation, and protec-
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tion of which has been delegated to the Secretary from
the Administrator of General Services pursuant to the
Federal Property and Administrative Services Act of 1949
on a reimbursable or non-reimbursable basis. Amounts re-
ceived as reimbursement for services provided under this
section or the authority under which the use or occupancy
of the space is authorized, up to $200,000, shall be cred-
ited to the appropriation or fund which initially bears the
costs of such services.

SEC. 106. Nothing in this title shall be construed to
prevent a grant recipient from deterring child pornog-
raphy, copyright infringement, or any other unlawful ac-
tivity over its networks.

SEC. 107. The Administrator of the National Oceanic
and Atmospheric Administration is authorized to use, with
their consent, with reimbursement and subject to the lim-
its of available appropriations, the land, services, equip-
ment, personnel, and facilities of any department, agency,
or instrumentality of the United States, or of any State,
local government, Indian tribal government, Territory, or
possession, or of any political subdivision thereof, or of
any foreign government or international organization, for
purposes related to carrying out the responsibilities of any
statute administered by the National Oceanic and Atmos-

pheric Administration.
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SEC. 108. The Department of Commerce shall pro-
vide a monthly report to the Committees on Appropria-
tions of the House of Representatives and the Senate on
any official travel to China by any employee of the U.S.
Department of Commerce, including the purpose of such
travel.

SEC. 109. The National Technical Information Serv-
ice shall not charge any customer for a copy of any report
or document generated by the Legislative Branch unless
the Service has provided information to the customer on
how an electronic copy of such report or document may
be accessed and downloaded for free online. Should a cus-
tomer still require the Service to provide a printed or dig-
ital copy of the report or document, the charge shall be
limited to recovering the Service’s cost of processing, re-
producing, and delivering such report or document.

SEC. 110. To carry out the responsibilities of the Na-
tional Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration (NOAA),
the Administrator of NOAA 1s authorized to: (1) enter
into grants and cooperative agreements with; (2) use on
a non-reimbursable basis land, services, equipment, per-
sonnel, and facilities provided by; and (3) receive and ex-
pend funds made available on a consensual basis from: a
Federal agency, State or subdivision thereof, local govern-

ment, tribal government, territory, or possession or any
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subdivisions thereof: Provided, That funds received for
permitting and related regulatory activities pursuant to
this section shall be deposited under the heading ““Na-
tional Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration—Oper-
ations, Research, and Facilities” and shall remain avail-
able until September 30, 2016 for such purposes: Provided
Jurther, That all funds within this section and their cor-
responding uses are subject to section 505 of this Act.

SEC. 111. The Secretary of Commerce may waive the
requirement for bonds under 40 U.S.C. 3131 with respect
to contracts for the construction, alteration, or repair of
vessels, regardless of the terms of the contracts as to pay-
ment or title, when the contract is made under the Coast
and Geodetic Survey Act of 1947 (33 U.S.C. 883a et seq.).

Commission as authorized, $13,308,000.
LEGAL ACTIVITIES
SALARIES AND EXPENSES, GENERAL LEGAL ACTIVITIES

For expenses necessary for the legal activities of the
Department of Justice, not otherwise provided for, includ-
ing not to exceed $20,000 for expenses of collecting evi-
dence, to be expended under the direction of, and to be
accounted for solely under the certificate of, the Attorney
General; and rent of private or Government-owned space
in the District of Columbia, $885,000,000, of which not
to exceed $15,000,000 for litigation support contracts
shall remain available until expended: Provided, That of
the amount provided for INTERPOIL Washington dues
payments, not to exceed $685,000 shall remain available

until expended: Provided further, That of the total amount

Remedies and Other Tools to end the Exploitation of Chil-

(1) $7,000,000 is for anti-methamphetamine-re-
lated activities, which shall be transferred to the
Drug Enforcement Administration upon enactment
of this Act;

(2) $180,000,000 is for grants under section

SEC. 201. In addition to amounts otherwise made
available n this title for official reception and representa-
tion expenses, a total of not to exceed $50,000 from funds
appropriated to the Department of Justice in this title
shall be available to the Attorney General for official re-
ception and representation expenses.

SEC. 202. None of the funds appropriated by this
title shall be available to pay for an abortion, except where
the life of the mother would be endangered if the fetus
were carried to term, or in the case of rape: Provided,
That should this prohibition be declared unconstitutional
by a court of competent jurisdiction, this section shall be
null and void.

SEC. 203. None of the funds appropriated under this
title shall be used to require any person to perform, or
facilitate in any way the performance of, any abortion.

SEC. 204. Nothing in the preceding section shall re-
move the obligation of the Director of the Bureau of Pris-
ons to provide escort services necessary for a female in-
mate to receive such service outside the Federal facility:
Provided, That nothing in this section in any way dimin-
ishes the effect of section 203 intended to address the phil-
osophical beliefs of individual employees of the Bureau of

Prisons.
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SEC. 205. Not to exceed 5 percent of any appropria-
tion made available for the current fiscal year for the De-
partment of Justice in this Act may be transferred be-
tween such appropriations, but no such appropriation, ex-
cept as otherwise specifically provided, shall be increased
by more than 10 percent by any such transfers: Provided,
That any transfer pursuant to this section shall be treated
as a reprogramming of funds under section 505 of this
Act and shall not be available for obligation except in com-
pliance with the procedures set forth in that section.

SEC. 206. The Attorney General is authorized to ex-

than to a prison or other facility certified by the Federal

such a prisoner.

SEC. 208. (a) None of the funds appropriated by this
Act may be used by Federal prisons to purchase cable tele-
vision services, or to rent or purchase audiovisual or elec-
tronic media or equipment used primarily for recreational
purposes.

(b) Subsection (a) does not preclude the rental, main-
tenance, or purchase of audiovisual or electronic media or
equipment for inmate training, religious, or educational
programs.

SEC. 209. None of the funds made available under
this title shall be obligated or expended for any new or
enhanced information technology program having total es-
timated development costs in excess of $100,000,000, un-
less the Deputy Attorney General and the investment re-
view board certify to the Committees on Appropriations
of the House of Representatives and the Senate that the
information technology program has appropriate program
management controls and contractor oversicht mecha-
nisms in place, and that the program is compatible with
the enterprise architecture of the Department of Justice.

SEC. 210. The notification thresholds and procedures
set forth in section 505 of this Act shall apply to devi-

ations from the amounts designated for specific activities
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in this Act and in the explanatory statement described in
section 4 (in the matter preceding division A of this con-
solidated Act), and to any use of deobligated balances of
funds provided under this title in previous years.

SEC. 211. None of the funds appropriated by this Act
may be used to plan for, begin, continue, finish, process,
or approve a public-private competition under the Office
of Management and Budget Circular A-76 or any suc-
cessor administrative regulation, directive, or policy for
work performed by employees of the Bureau of Prisons
or of Federal Prison Industries, Incorporated.

SEC. 212. Notwithstanding any other provision of
law, no funds shall be available for the salary, benefits,
or expenses of any United States Attorney assigned dual
or additional responsibilities by the Attorney General or
his designee that exempt that United States Attorney
from the residency requirements of section 545 of title 28,
United States Code.

SEC. 213. At the discretion of the Attorney General,
and in addition to any amounts that otherwise may be
available (or authorized to be made available) by law, with
respect to funds appropriated by this title under the head-
ings “Research, Evaluation and Statistics”, “State and
Local Law Enforcement Assistance”, and “Juvenile Jus-

tice Programs”—
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(1) up to 3 percent of funds made available to
the Office of Justice Programs for grant or reim-
bursement programs may be used by such Office to
provide training and technical assistance; and

(2) up to 2 percent of funds made available for
orant or reimbursement programs under such head-
ings, except for amounts appropriated specifically for
research, evaluation, or statistical programs adminis-
tered by the National Institute of Justice and the
Bureau of Justice Statistics, shall be transferred to
and merged with funds provided to the National In-
stitute of Justice and the Bureau of Justice Statis-
tics, to be used by them for research, evaluation, or
statistical purposes, without regard to the authoriza-
tions for such grant or reimbursement programs.

SEC. 214. Upon request by a grantee for whom the

Attorney General has determined there is a fiscal hard-
ship, the Attorney General may, with respect to funds ap-
propriated in this or any other Act making appropriations
for fiscal years 2012 through 2015 for the following pro-

orams, waive the following requirements:

(1) For the adult and juvenile offender State
and local reentry demonstration projects under part
FF of title T of the Omnibus Crime Control and
Safe Streets Act of 1968 (42 U.S.C. 3797w(g)(1)),
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the requirements under section 2976(g)(1) of such
part.

(2) For State, Tribal, and local reentry courts
under part FEF of title I of such Act of 1968 (42
U.S.C. 3797w—2(e)(1) and (2)), the requirements
under section 2978(e)(1) and (2) of such part.

(3) For the prosecution drug treatment alter-
natives to prison program under part CC of title I
of such Act of 1968 (42 U.S.C. 3797q-3), the re-
quirements under section 2904 of such part.

(4) For grants to protect inmates and safe-
ouard communities as authorized by section 6 of the
Prison Rape Elimination Act of 2003 (42 U.S.C.
15605(¢)(3)), the requirements of section 6(¢)(3) of
such Act.

SEC. 215. Notwithstanding any other provision of

section 20109(a) of subtitle A of title II of the Violent

Crime Control and Law Enforcement Act of 1994 (42
U.S.C. 13709(a)) shall not apply to amounts made avail-

able by this or any other Act.

SEC. 216. None of the funds made available under

this Act, other than for the national instant criminal back-
eround check system established under section 103 of the
Brady Handgun Violence Prevention Act (18 U.S.C. 922

note), may be used by a Federal law enforcement officer
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to facilitate the transfer of an operable firearm to an indi-
vidual if the Federal law enforcement officer knows or sus-
pects that the individual is an agent of a drug cartel, un-
less law enforcement personnel of the United States con-
tinuously monitor or control the firearm at all times.

SEC. 217. (a) None of the income retained in the De-
partment of Justice Working Capital Fund pursuant to
title I of Public Llaw 102-140 (105 Stat. 784; 28 U.S.C.
527 note) shall be available for oblication during fiscal
year 2015, except up to $40,000,000 may be obligated for
implementation of a unified Department of Justice finan-
cial management system.

(b) Not to exceed $30,000,000 of the unobligated bal-
ances transferred to the capital account of the Department
of Justice Working Capital Fund pursuant to title I of
Public Law 102-140 (105 Stat. 784; 28 U.S.C. 527 note)
shall be available for oblication in fiscal year 2015, and
any use, obligation, transfer or allocation of such funds
shall be treated as a reprogramming of funds under sec-
tion 505 of this Act.

(¢) In addition to the amount otherwise provided by

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TITLE V

GENERAL PROVISIONS
(INCLUDING RESCISSIONS)

SEC. 501. No part of any appropriation contained in
this Act shall be used for publicity or propaganda purposes
not authorized by the Congress.

SEC. 502. No part of any appropriation contained in
this Act shall remain available for obligation beyond the
current fiscal year unless expressly so provided herein.

SEC. 503. The expenditure of any appropriation
under this Act for any consulting service through procure-
ment contract, pursuant to section 3109 of title 5, United
States Code, shall be limited to those contracts where such
expenditures are a matter of public record and available
for public inspection, except where otherwise provided
under existing law, or under existing Executive order
issued pursuant to existing law.

SEC. 504. If any provision of this Act or the applica-
tion of such provision to any person or circumstances shall
be held invalid, the remainder of the Act and the applica-
tion of each provision to persons or circumstances other
than those as to which it is held invalid shall not be af-
fected thereby.

SEC. 505. None of the funds provided under this Act,

or provided under previous appropriations Acts to the
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agencies funded by this Act that remain available for obli-
cation or expenditure in fiscal year 2015, or provided from
any accounts in the Treasury of the United States derived
by the collection of fees available to the agencies funded
by this Act, shall be available for obligation or expenditure
through a reprogramming of funds that: (1) creates or ini-
tiates a new program, project or activity; (2) eliminates
a program, project or activity; (3) increases funds or per-
sonnel by any means for any project or activity for which
funds have been denied or restricted; (4) relocates an of-
fice or employees; (5) reorganizes or renames offices, pro-
orams or activities; (6) contracts out or privatizes any
functions or activities presently performed by Federal em-
ployees; (7) augments existing programs, projects or ac-
tivities in excess of $500,000 or 10 percent, whichever is
less, or reduces by 10 percent funding for any program,
project or activity, or numbers of personnel by 10 percent;
or (8) results from any general savings, including savings
from a reduction in personnel, which would result in a
change In existing programs, projects or activities as ap-
proved by Congress; unless the House and Senate Com-
mittees on Appropriations are notified 15 days in advance
of such reprogramming of funds by agencies (excluding
agencies of the Department of Justice) funded by this Act

and 45 days in advance of such reprogramming of funds
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by agencies of the Department of Justice funded by this
Act.

SEC. 506. (a) If it has been finally determined by
a court or Kederal agency that any person intentionally
affixed a label bearing a “Made in America’ inscription,
or any inscription with the same meaning, to any product
sold in or shipped to the United States that is not made
in the United States, the person shall be ineligible to re-
ceive any contract or subcontract made with funds made
available in this Act, pursuant to the debarment, suspen-
sion, and ineligibility procedures described in sections
9.400 through 9.409 of title 48, Code of Federal Regula-
tions.

(b)(1) To the extent practicable, with respect to au-
thorized purchases of promotional items, funds made
available by this Act shall be used to purchase items that
are manufactured, produced, or assembled in the United
States, its territories or possessions.

SEC. 509. None of the funds provided by this Aect
shall be available to promote the sale or export of tobacco
or tobacco products, or to seek the reduction or removal
by any foreign country of restrictions on the marketing
of tobacco or tobacco products, except for restrictions
which are not applied equally to all tobacco or tobacco
products of the same type.

SEC. 510. Notwithstanding any other provision of
law, amounts deposited or available in the Fund estab-

SEC. 511. None of the funds made available to the
Department of Justice in this Act may be used to diserimi-
nate against or denigrate the religious or moral beliefs of
students who participate in programs for which financial
assistance is provided from those funds, or of the parents
or legal guardians of such students.

SEC. 512. None of the funds made available in this
Act may be transferred to any department, agency, or in-
strumentality of the United States Government, except
pursuant to a transfer made by, or transfer authority pro-
vided in, this Act or any other appropriations Act.

SEC. 513. Any funds provided in this Act used to im-
plement E-Government Initiatives shall be subject to the
procedures set forth in section 505 of this Act.

other manner to another person who has a financial inter-

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(d) The provisions of the preceding subsections of
this section shall take effect 30 days after the date on
which the Director of the Office of Management and
Budget, in consultation with the Director of the Office of
Government Ethics, determines that a uniform set of rules
and requirements, substantially similar to the require-
ments in such subsections, consistently apply under the
executive branch ethics program to all Federal depart-
ments, agencies, and entities.

SEC. 515. (a) None of the funds appropriated or oth-
erwise made available under this Act may be used by the
Departments of Commerce and Justice, the National Aer-
onautics and Space Administration, or the National
Science Foundation to acquire a high-impact or moderate-
impact information system, as defined for security cat-
egorization in the National Institute of Standards and
Technology’s (NIST) Federal Information Processing
Standard Publication 199, “Standards for Security Cat-
egorization of Federal Information and Information Sys-
tems’” unless the agency has—

(1) reviewed the supply chain risk for the infor-
mation systems against criteria developed by NIST
to inform acquisition decisions for high-impact and
moderate-impact information systems within the

Federal Government;
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(2) reviewed the supply chain risk from the pre-
sumptive awardee against available and relevant
threat information provided by the Federal Bureau
of Investigation and other appropriate agencies; and

(3) in consultation with the Federal Bureau of
Investigation or other appropriate Federal entity,
conducted an assessment of any risk of cyber-espio-
nage or sabotage associated with the acquisition of
such system, including any risk associated with such
system being produced, manufactured, or assembled
by one or more entities identified by the United
States Government as posing a cyber threat, includ-
ing but not limited to, those that may be owned, di-
rected, or subsidized by the People’s Republic of
China.

(b) None of the funds appropriated or otherwise

made available under this Act may be used to acquire a
high-impact or moderate-impact information system re-
viewed and assessed under subsection (a) unless the head

of the assessing entity described in subsection (a) has—

(1) developed, in consultation with NIST and
supply chain risk management experts, a mitigation

strategy for any identified risks;
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(2) determined that the acquisition of such sys-
tem 1s in the national interest of the United States;
and

(3) reported that determination to the Commit-
tees on Appropriations of the House of Representa-
tives and the Senate.

SEC. 520. None of the funds made available in this
Act may be used to authorize or issue a national security
letter in contravention of any of the following laws author-
izing the Federal Bureau of Investigation to issue national
security letters: The Right to Financial Privacy Act; The
Electronic Communications Privacy Act; The Fair Credit
Reporting Act; The National Security Act of 1947; USA
PATRIOT Act; and the laws amended by these Acts.

SEC. 521. If at any time during any quarter, the pro-
eram manager of a project within the jurisdiction of the
Departments of Commerce or Justice, the National Aero-
nautics and Space Administration, or the National Science

SEC. 523. None of the funds appropriated or other-
wise made available by this Act may be used to enter into
a contract in an amount greater than $5,000,000 or to

award a grant in excess of such amount unless the pro-
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spective contractor or grantee certifies in writing to the
agency awarding the contract or grant that, to the best
of its knowledge and belief, the contractor or grantee has
filed all Federal tax returns required during the three
years preceding the certification, has not been convicted
of a criminal offense under the Internal Revenue Code of
1986, and has not, more than 90 days prior to certifi-
cation, been notified of any unpaid Federal tax assessment
for which the lability remains unsatisfied, unless the as-
sessment 1s the subject of an installment agreement or
offer in compromise that has been approved by the Inter-
nal Revenue Service and is not in default, or the assess-
ment 1s the subject of a non-frivolous administrative or
judicial proceeding.

(1) pose no risk of resulting in the transfer of
technology, data, or other information with national
security or economic security implications to China
or a Chinese-owned company; and

(3) Manufacturing supports an estimated

directly in manufacturing.

(4) In 2012, the average manufacturing worker
in the United States earned $77,505 annually, in-
cluding pay and benefits. The average worker in all

industries earned $62,063.
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| (5) Taken alone, manufacturing in the United
2 States would be the 8th largest economy in the
3 world.

4 (6) Manufacturers in the United States perform
5 two-thirds of all private-sector research and develop-
6 ment in the United States, driving more innovation
7 than any other sector.

for microelectronics;

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“(i11) to enable the commercial appli-
cation of new technologies or industry-wide
manufacturing processes; and
“(D) includes active participation among
representatives from multiple industrial entities,
research universities, community colleges, and
such other entities as the Secretary considers
appropriate, which may include industry-led
consortia, career and technical education
schools, Federal laboratories, State, local, and
tribal governments, businesses, educational in-
stitutions, and nonprofit organizations.

“(2) AcTIviTIES.—Activities of a center for

“(E) Such other activities as the Seec-
retary, in consultation with Federal depart-
ments and agencies whose missions contribute
to or are affected by advanced manufacturing,
considers consistent with the purposes described
in subsection (a)(2).

“(3) ADDITIONAL CENTERS FOR MANUFAC-

TURING INNOVATION.—

“(A) IN GENERAL.—The National Additive
Manufacturing Innovation Institute and other
manufacturing centers formally recognized as
manufacturing innovation centers pursuant to

Federal law or executive actions, or under pend-
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ing interagency review for such recognition as
of the date of enactment of the Revitalize
American Manufacturing and Innovation Act of
2014, shall be considered centers for manufac-

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“(1) IN GENERAL.—In carrying out the Pro-
oram, the Secretary shall award financial assistance
to a person or group of persons to assist the organi-
zation in planning, establishing, or supporting a cen-
ter for manufacturing innovation.

“(5) LIMITATIONS ON AWARDS.

“(A) IN GENERAL.—No award of financial
assistance may be made under paragraph (1) to
a center of manufacturing innovation after the
7-year period beginning on the date on which
the Secretary first awards financial assistance
to that center under that paragraph.

“(B) MATCHING TFUNDS AND PREF-

ERENCES.—The total Federal financial assist-
ance awarded to a center of manufacturing in-
novation, including the financial assistance
under paragraph (1), in a given year shall not

exceed 50 percent of the total funding of the

based manufacturing of new products and proc-
esses for the benefit of society to ensure na-
tional, energy, and economic security;

“(E) describe how such Federal agencies
and centers will strengthen all levels of manu-
facturing education and training programs to
ensure an adequate, well-trained workforce;

“(F) describe how such Federal agencies

and centers will assist small and medium-sized
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manufacturers in developing and implementing

new products and processes;

“(G) analyze factors that impact innova-

tion and competitiveness for United States ad-

vanced manufacturing, including—

“(1) technology transfer and commer-
cialization activities;

“(i1) the adequacy of the national se-
curity industrial base;

“(i11) the capabilities of the domestic
manufacturing workforee;

“(iv) export opportunities and trade
policies;

“(v) financing, investment, and tax-
ation policies and practices;

“(vi) emerging technologies and mar-
kets;

“(vil) advanced manufacturing re-
search and development undertaken by
competing nations; and

“(viil) the capabilities of the manufac-
turing workforce of competing nations; and

“(H) ehicit and consider the recommenda-

tions of a wide range of stakeholders, including

representatives  from diverse manufacturing
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companies, academia, and other relevant orga-
nizations and institutions.

“(4) UprpATES.—Not later than May 1, 2018,

and not less frequently than once every 4 years
thereafter, the President shall submit to Congress,
and publish on an Internet website that 1s accessible
to the public, an update of the strategic plan sub-
mitted under paragraph (1).

Section 27 of the Stevenson-Wydler Technology Inno-
vation Act of 1980 (15 U.S.C. 3722) is amended to read
as follows:

“(a) ESTABLISHMENT.—The Secretary shall estab-
lish a regional innovation program to encourage and sup-

“(1) IN GENERAL.—As part of the program es-
tablished under subsection (a), the Secretary may
award grants on a competitive basis to eligible re-
cipients for activities relating to the formation and
development of regional innovation clusters.

“(2) PERMISSIBLE ACTIVITIES.—Grants award-

ed under this subsection may be used for activities
determined appropriate by the Secretary, including
the following:

“(A) Feasibility studies.

“(B) Planning activities.

“(C) Technical assistance.

“(D) Developing or strengthening commu-

nication and collaboration between and among

participants of a regional innovation cluster.
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“(E) Attracting additional participants to
a regional innovation cluster.

“(F) Facilitating market development of
products and services developed by a regional
innovation cluster, including through dem-
onstration, deployment, technology transfer,
and commercialization activities.

“(G) Developing relationships between a
regional imnovation cluster and entities or clus-
ters in other regions.

“(H) Interacting with the public and State
and local governments to meet the goals of the
cluster.

“(3) ELIGIBLE RECIPIENT DEFINED.—In this

subsection, the term ‘eligible recipient’” means—

“(A) a State;
“(B) an Indian tribe;
“(C) a city or other political subdivision of
a State;

“(D) an entity that—

(1) 1s a nonprofit organization, an in-
stitution of higher education, a public-pri-
vate partnership, a science or research

park, a Federal laboratory, or an economic
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development organization or similar entity;
and
“(i1) has an application that is sup-
ported by a State or a political subdivision
of a State; or

“(E) a consortium of any of the entities
described in subparagraphs (A) through (D).
“(4) APPLICATION.—

“(A) IN GENERAL.—An eligible recipient
shall submit an application to the Secretary at
such time, in such manner, and containing such
information and assurances as the Secretary
may require.

“(B) COMPONENTS.

The application shall
include, at a minimum, a description of the re-
eional innovation cluster supported by the pro-
posed activity, including a description of—

“(1) whether the regional innovation
cluster is supported by the private sector,
State and local governments, and other rel-
evant stakeholders;

“(i1) how the existing participants in
the regional innovation cluster will encour-
age and solieit participation by all types of

entities that might benefit from participa-
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tion, including newly formed entities and
those rival existing participants;

“(i11) the extent to which the regional
imnovation cluster is likely to stimulate in-
novation and have a positive impact on re-
gional economic growth and development;

“(iv) whether the participants in the
regional innovation cluster have access to,
or contribute to, a well-trained workforee;

“(v) whether the participants in the
regional innovation cluster are capable of
attracting additional funds from non-Fed-
eral sources; and

“(v1) the likelihood that the partici-
pants in the regional innovation cluster will
be able to sustain activities once grant
funds under this subsection have been ex-
pended.

“(C) SPECIAL CONSIDERATION.—The Seec-

retary shall give special consideration to appli-
cations from regions that contain communities
negatively impacted by trade.

“(5) SPECIAL CONSIDERATION.—The Secretary

shall give special consideration to an eligible recipi-
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ent who agrees to collaborate with local workforce
investment area boards.
“(6) CosT SHARE.—The Secretary may not
provide more than 50 percent of the total cost of

any activity funded under this subsection.
